LONDON (P-O)—World Jewry will likely go out of ex- 
istence in the next two or three generations if the anti-Semites 
don’t keep up their work, Professor Hyman Levy bleakly pre- 


dicted last month, 


As reported in the London Jewish Chronicle, the well- 
known head of the department of mathematics and mechanics 
at the Imperial College of Science and Technology here de- 
clared that “Broadly speaking there is little likelihood of the 
survival of Jewry as a separate entity in the next two or three 
generations unless one takes the bleak view that anti-Semitism 
is something inherent in non-Jews.” 

Professor Levy, however, envisaged a lugubrious possibility 


for Jewish 


survival: He foresaw poverty, economic crisis, and 


unemployment in the West—particularly the United States— 
that wou'd provoke anti-Jewish feeling and thus Jewish 


survival. 


Anti-Semitism and consequently Jewish survival depend on 
economic and political developments, he declared. “If we were 
to move into a more rational and planned organization of 
society, then we would expect anti-Semitism and Jewry to dis- 


appear,” he added,

U.S. Jewry of Future 
Looks Good to Toubin 


MIAMI BEACH (P-O) — A na- 
tional director of one of Amex- 
ica’s top Jewish organizations 
took a whiff from his opium pipe 
here this week and came up 
with predictions about the U. S.

Isaac Toubin, executive direc:

world and to the centrality of 
Israel as a major instrument in 
Jewish survival, 

@Differences among Ortho- 
dox, Conservative and Reform 
movements will be blurred and 
extreme fringes wither. 

@Wasteful competition and 
duplication of effort among Jew- 
ish community relations agen- 
ties will be replaced by a co- 
ordinated approach. 

@Overt and organized antti- 
Semitism will not be a real con- 
cern of the Jewish community, 
but integrating the individual 
~ in the total community will 


®A total budget for Jewish 
life, with diminished pressure 
Interests by individuals and 
groups, will be drawn up to 
avoid conflicting national and in- 
ternational needs. 

As to his challenge to those

who seek to shirk their respon- 
sibilities as Jews, Toubin had 
this to say: 


“The price of living in the 
prophetic tradition has never 
been cheap. American Jewry 
must _not only take positions 
on public issues, but must at the 
same time strengthen its own 
rational and intellectual re- 
sources. A people untutored in 
its own tradition can never have 
the strength to play the difficult 
role of pathfinder.”

Emigration 
Halt Seen 
Temporary 


NEW YORK (P-O) — United 
Jewish Appeal and Jewish 
Agency authorities here have 
confirmed that emigration of 
Jews from Rumania has stopped, 
but expressed the belief that this 
stoppage like the one four weeks 
ago will be shortlived. 

EVEN RUMANIAN sources in 
the U. S. take the same position. 

The feeling here is that Arab 
pressure caused the temporary 
cessation. 

IN VIEW of the present bit- 
terness between Nasser and 
Khrushchev, it is felt that Arab 
pressure on Rumania will soon 
lose its effect if it has not al- 
ready done so. 

It is known that thousands of 
Rumanian Jews hold exit per- 
mits, and the conditions which 
brought on the decision to let 
the Jews go, principally the eco- 
nomic situation within Rumania, 
has not altered. 





War Erupts Between 
Toledano, Rabbinate 

JERUSALEM (P-O) — Hopes 
that the Chief Rabbinate and 
Minister of Religions, Rabbi Ja- 
cob M. Toledano, both Orthodox 
of course, might be able to work 
together harmoniously were 
dashed this week. 

The Chief Rabbinate answered 
efforts of Rabbi Toledano to 
change the election system of the 
Chief Rabbinical Council 
with a charge that this was a 
“deliberate design” to undermine 
the authority of the Chief Rab- 
binate. 

Rabbi Toledano asserted that 
present election methods of nam- 
ing the Chief Rabbinical Council 
were “unrepresentative and un- 
democratic.” 

Also Rabbi Toledano’s attempt 
to appoint rabbis to urban and 
rural centers was rejected by the 
Chief Rabbinate who said only it 
could make these appointments,

BASLE, Switzerland (P-O)— 
Max Wullschleger, president of 
the Canton of Basle, and Mrs. 
Wullschleger have just returned 
from Israel where they were 
guests of the government be- 
cause of a promise made 50 years 
ago.

Visa applications are still being 
accepted from Rumanian Jews, 
Goldmann said. He gave these 
figures: 18,000 Jews have volun- 
tarily left Rumania in the last 
five months, 17,000 more hold 
visas and 10,000 others have ap- 
plied for visas. He said that frorm 
100,000 to 150,000 Rumanian Jews 
would leave Rumania if per- 
mitted. 

The outspoken Jewish leader 
rejected the claim that there was 
persecution of Jews in Russia, 
which he said had ended with 
Stalin. He told reporters that 
Jewish life in Russia is most 
difficult, but ascribeq the situa- 
tion to discrimination as distin- 
guished from persecution.

Esteem for Women, Says Rabbi 


ATLANTIC CITY (P-O)—Re- 
form was challenged here for 
“fallacious and unwarranted 
charges that Orthodox Judaism 
doesn’t grant full recognition to 
the worth, honor and greatness 
of the woman.” 

SPEAKING to the Rabbinical 
Council of America convention, 
Rabbi Charles Weinberg, RCA’s 
first vice-president, said that 
there is no such religious con- 
cept as female inferiority and 
degradation in any of the holy 
teachings of Orthodoxy. 

Referring to separation of 
sexes at services, Rabbi Wein- 
berg Said this is intended to 
raise the elements of devotional 
service to a higher plane of spir- 
itural purity, personal dedica- 
tion and psychological whole- 
gomesness. 

“BUT IN virtually all other 
facets of religious endeavor,” 
Rabbi Weinberg asserted, “Or- 
thodoxy strives to exalt the wom- 
en to the highest level of human 
creativity.” 

“Orthodox Judaism,” he added, 
“advocates the the full emanci- 
pation of the distaff side of so- 
ciety, and does not subscribe to 
any meaningless and archaic 
ideas of female inferiority, de- 
basement and_ exploitation. I 
challenge Reform Judaism to re- 
fute the argument that Orthodox 
Judaism is not providing the 
woman with all the rights of an 
equalitarian, free and unhindered 
environment.”

J.B.’ Confounds, Disturbs for Days After Leaving Theatre

the Devil, as dramatized in the 
timeless debate for the soul of 
Job, is retold in modern terms 
in a gripping and powerful al- 
legory, “J. B.,” by Pulitzer prize-

ue outlasted the strike by word 
of mouth, and has since reaped 
unto itself most of the adjectives 
in the book. 


MacLEISH’S message is not 
only the triumph of good over 
evil, but the presence of God in 
Everyman. Gog (in part, the spir- 
itual force in man) requires con- 
stant affirmation of His faith. The 
depravity of the Devil can be 
allayed only by the onward and 
upward ascent of God’s master- 
work on earth—man. 

The scene is a “travelling cir- 
cus which has been on the roads 
of the world for a long time.” 
[wo vendors grotesquely dis- 
guised appear and make known 
that they are greater actors at 
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large than the company off the 
set, so why not put on “the 
play” as it should be done be- 
fore the others arrive? Off come 
the masks to reveal Raymond 
Massey (Mr. Zuss) ang Christo- 
pher Plummer (Nickles). There 
is a haggling over who is te 
play God this time. Mr. Zuss wirs 
and attires himself in the proper 
raiment. Nickles draws on the 
costume of Satan, and the play 
within a play begins. 

TO TELL YOU more of the 
mechanics of “J  B.” would be 
to lead you away from what you 
will need your concentration for 
—the play itself. 

MacLeish’s work will play bet- 
ter than it reads, for in Elia Ka- 
zan’s superbly sensitive direction, 
each word, gesture, article of 
scenery, assume significance that 
carries the play forward to in- 
evitability. If one does not leave 
the theater more thoughtful and 
less sure than when he came in, 
one should not have entered at 
all. “J. B.” is totally without 
deviousness. It fcllows a course 
with the unswerving and mas- 
sive logic of “Oedipus.” The sin- 
gle intermission is an acknowl- 
edgement of convention; the play 
resumes exactly where it left 
off.

(Converted) Jew? 


Why Does She Go to Mikva? 


By HELEN COHEN 

Continuing on the subject of 
“Who is a Jew?” there is the 
matter of conversion. 

Traditionally non-Jews, we un- 
derstand, who earnestly solicited 
conversion and underwent the 
ceremony of the mikva, with mila 
for the male, and who agreeg to 
observe the mitzvct, became full- 
fledged Jews. 

In the Jan. 19 Congress Bi- 
Weekly, Trude Weiss-Rosmarin 
presents an excellent case for 
having a special rite of conver- 
sion. p 


“THERE IS NO religion, no 
state,” she writes, “which con- 
fers membership solely by self- 
declaration to adults not born 
into the group; [are you sure 
that is accurate about religions, 
Dr. Rosmarin?] all have special 
initiating rites ... all legal sys- 
tems know adoption as the in- 
strument of conferring all the 
privileges of sonship. Religious 
conversion and political naturali- 
zation are the legal instruments 
by means of which a religion or 
a nation adopts sens and daugh- 
ters. And just as no court would 
recongnize the claims of an in- 
dividual arguing that he is the 
adopted son of so-and-so by scif 
ceclaration, so no religion and no 
nation will confer membership 
on an individual merely on the 
basis of his own say-so.

tain rules have been complied 
with—and a religion and a state 
will necessarily demand proof 
of action from those who pro- 
fess the faith or claim the citi- 
zenship.” 

HAVING taken this position, 
she nevertheless is willing to 
concede that our rites may be in 
need of revision. 

“If one is not a hidebound tra- 
ditionalist,” she explains, “one 
will readily grant that perhaps 
the initiating rites could be mod- 
ified.” 

If you recall, last week we 
took the position that if a Jew- 
ish woman can claim her off- 
spring as Jewish no matter who 
the father might have been, it 
is only fair for a Jewish father 
to make the equal claim. 

AS FOR THE RITES of con- 
version, we might observe that 
these rites reveal how some cus- 
toms in Judaism endure with the 
years and even grow stronger 
while others fall by the wayside. 

Brit mila, circumcision, is ac- 
cepted among all branches of Ju- 
daism today. On the other hand, 
the ceremony of the mikva, at 
least in America, is a practice 
which, on the whole, has failen 
into disuse. Not a few Jewish 
women, we'd wager, may even 
be unaware that any such cus- 
tom ever existed. 

We are asking. therefore, a 
non-Jewish convert to undergo 
a ceremony which most Jewish 
women do not themselves prac- 
tice. 

Incidentally, Reform rabbis, ac- 
cording to Rabbi Jay Kaufman 
in the same issue of the Con- 
gress Bi-Weekly, substitute “in- 
tense study and an emotional and 
ideological commitment for im- 
mersion and circumcision.”

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WHY WE BUY ISRAEL BONDS 


The New York Times of Mar. 3 carried a long ac- 
count of “a process that gives promise of a ‘remarkable 
breakthrough’ in converting salt water to fresh water. . .” 


WITHIN A MATTER of hours, although the Times 
article was careful to use the words “gives promise” and 
later indicated clearly that the process was still in the 
pilot stage, Dr. Joseph Schwartz, executive vice-president 
of the Israel bond organization, was telling the Miami 
Beach inaugural of the third Israel bond issue that “Israel 
will be in a position to sustain a population substantially 
in excess of four million because of the new process .. .” 
Use of the new process, he said, “would revolutionize the 
entire future of Israel .. .” 


HERE IS A GOOD instance where a leader is far 
behind the people he seeks to influence. 

So much has been achieved in Israel that Jews will 
do all they can to put the Jewish state on its feet. They 
buy bonds because they believe in Israel, and have faith 
in its determination to pay off its obligations. 

In another talk before the same conference, Dr. 
Schwartz analyzed what would be done with the $300 
million that would be received by Israel as a result of 
the sale of the new issue. 


HIS FIGURES were $63 million for agricultural de- 
velopment, $87 million for mining and industry, $45 mil- 
lion for transportation and communication, $20 million for 
low cost housing for immigrants, $10 million for schools 
and other public buildings, and $25 million for construc- 
tion of oil pipe lines. 

The goal for the sale of Israel bonds for 1959 is $75 
million. Last year the sale was just under $50 million. 
This has been the average of the past five years or so. 


IN OTHER WORDS, unless even those who set the 
goal for this year are surprised, it will take a period of 
from five to seven years (or more) for this issue to be sold. 

But now, before the proceeds are in, the actual figures 
on how the money will be employed are given. Three years 
from now, or even this fall, conditions may change so that 
the figures given out even before the sale is hardly under- 
Way are meaningless. 


HERE AGAIN IS an illustration of failure to believe 
in the people. 

Jews are buying these bonds because they are Israel 
bonds, not because they receive a foolish listing of how 
the money will be used. Of course, the buyers are con- 
cerned that the funds be put to work effectively, but they 
are willing to rely on the Israel government and the peo- 
ple of Israel, and in fact that is their total reliance. 


AMERICAN AND JEW 


It is with pleasure that The POST and OPINION 
notes the designation of Col. Harry D. Henshel as recip- 
ient of the AAU’s coveted Gold Medal Award for 1959. 


COL. HENSHEL earned the award for his public con- 
tributions to amateur athletics in the U. S. going back to 
1911. 

' Our interest here is in Col. Henshel’s aid to Israel 
which assistance goes far beyond being a prime mover in 
the revival of the Maccabiahs and the organization of the 
American Committee for Sports in Israel, which he heads. 


DURING WORLD WAR II he served as an air move- 
ments officer with Gen. Omar N. Bradley’s staff. As such 
he became one of the top Jewish officers in World War II. 

When Israel was attacked by the combined Arab armies 
in 1948, it was Col. Henshel who opened many doors in 
the war department to Israeli officials who sought the 
ear of top U. S. officers. 


THIS KIND OF history is never written, unfortunately, 
and only Col. Henshel’s closest friends—and of course 
David Ben-Gurion and the heads of Israel’s army—have 
any inkling of this service performed by a man who never 
was a Zionist, and who if he walked into a Zionist meet- 
ing wouldn’t cause the first head to turn in recognition: 

Col. Henshel’s contributions to amateur athletics are 
a contribution he has made to competitive sports in America 
as an American and a Jew. His contributions to America’s 
war effort were made as an American and as a Jew. His 
contributions to Israel were made as an American and 
as a Jew. 
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One of the satisfactions of running an in- 
stitution like The POST and OPINION is the 
way people who are associated with it grow 
and prosper, and make their contribution to 
a better and more highly civilized world. 

WHEN MOSHE KOHN was our manag- 
ing editor, we never suspected that he had 
the artistic ability which could produce such 
an exquisite translation of “The Doll’s House.” 
We knew of his Hebrew background, and we 
knew that he wrote poetry, but like everyone 
else, it wasn’t until Simon and Schuster called 
on him to translate this best-selling Israeli 
novel, and he turned out such a skilled and 
sensitive rendition, that we began to accept 
Moshe’s ability for what it is. 

This leads up to the news you already 
know—that a play by Shimon Wincelberg, who 
has been writing “Report from Hollywood” 
for us for years, will soon open on Broadway. 
The play is “Kataki,” which you may have 
seen as a television drama some months back, 
and will try out in about three weeks in Phila- 
delphia, probably at the Walnut, and then 
move 10 days later to New York. 

SHIMON’S perceptive writing has not been 
affected by his move to Hollywood, where he 
is a screen writer. One of his short stories 
has been included in “The Best American Short 


Stories of 1953.” Any reader of his column 
could detect that here was no ordinary hack- 
writer, but one who used words and depicted 
scenes and events with a genius that must 
be rewarded in due time. 

PRODUCER Jay Garon and conductor 
Alan Schnedier both are Jewish. Schneider did 
“Anastasia” and “Waiting for Godot,” and re- 
cently was awarded a $10,000 grant from the 
Ford foundation, 

The several notices in The POST and 
OPINION about the play have brought a num- 
ber of inquiries about theater parties from 
congregations and organizations, we're ad- 
vised. Also a number of POST and OPIN- 
ION readers have become backers of the play 
as the result of the publicity about it in our 
columns. 

SO IT GOES. We're sure that other pub- 
lications have similar experiences where their 
writers begin to make a mark in the world. 
Incidentally, you no doubt have noticed that 
Charles Roth, our executive editor, is teach- 
ing a course at New York vhiversity and we're 
sure you’ve read in our pages recently that

Presents Unique View 
of Jewish History

Now it can be told! 

The crises of contemporary Jewish history 
have not been due to the Nazi destruction of 
six million Jews, nor to the major upheaval 
of the European economy, nor to the recru- 
descence of anti-Semitism in Russia, nor to 
the avowed intention of 
Nasser to destroy the state 
of Israel. They have been 
manufactured coldly, delib- 
erately, by the master minds 
of the United Jewish Appeal 
campaign. Such at least is 
implied by Rabbi Richard 
Singer, of the Lakeside con- 
gregation, in Chicago’s elite 
suburban North Shore. 

In a recent sermon, the 





Rabbi Weinstein 
rabbi said: 

“1T BECAME apparent through the years 
that the UJA would probably never dissolve. 
It would go on from crisis to crisis. Some- 
times, significantly, historical crises seemed 
to erupt just at the moment that UJA drives 
were being organized in many parts of the 
U. S. Flying teams of ‘big givers’ would be 
taken to Israel, or to some other area in 
the world where there would be needly Jews, 
candidates for immigration, and come back 
to their home communities witnesses, com- 
mitted witnesses, to the terrible needs that 
had to be answered once and for all.” 

The rabbi goes on to say that the Ru- 
manian crisis was trumped up by desperate 
UJA leadership in need of a compelling slo- 
gan to jack up falling contributions. He warns 
us that this act of denuding European coun- 
tries of their Jews may embarrass America’s 
foreign policy and is definitely a defeatist act 
—surrendering Jewish positions in countries 
where Jews have lived for more than 2,000 
years. Unless the Jews of a country are con- 


siderably worse off than the non-Jews, they - 


have no business leaving their country, says 
this comfortable rabbi, from his secure pulpit 
in his contented suburban congregation. 


HE STATES HIS thesis in these shock- 
ingly frank lines: 

“And yet, we should be willing to ask, 
and this question may shock and anger some 
of you: Should the Jew in communist-domi- 
nated countries be a more privileged indi- 
vidual than the non-Jew? Should he expect 
to be rescued any sooner than non-Jews? Does 
a Jew have a right to believe that other Jews 
in other countries have some special respon- 
sibility to him simply because he is a Jew, 
an individual with a presumably (sic) similar 
background to another and more fortunate 
(sic) individual in another land? ... The 
Rumanian immigration crisis points up the 
inescapable nationalistic element that has dom- 
inated Jewish philanthropy for almost two 
decades, a nationalism that has cynically used 
humanitarian motives for its own aggrandize- 
ment, a nationalism that threatens to sub- 
vert and damage the status of every group 
of Jews in every country in the world.” 


HERE YOU HAVE IT—a man who bears 


the title of rabbi admonishing Jews not to 
get to the head of the line, as did a certain 
choleric British prime minister a decade ago! 
Here is a rabbi who proudly boasts that he 
will not contribute to the United Jewish Ap- 
peal and defends his callous niggardliness as 
an act of high courage. Here is a man who 
considers it an act of indecent partiality for 
a Jew to be more interested in a fellow Jew 
than in any other distressed human being, but 
who takes no visible steps to arouse his con- 
gregation to any effective concern for the 
Chinese, the Hindus or the Africans. 

Here is a man who is supposed to have 
some little knowledge of Jewish history, who 
reduces the ages old Messianic dream of Israel 
restored and Zion rebuilt to the maneuvers 
of a few petty politicians; who bemeans the 
most unique historical and ethnic continuity 
in the story of mankind and belittles a sense 
of kinship and responsibility that has been one 
of the redeeming glories of the sad story of 
man’s inhumanity to man by the peevish, mis- 
chievous innuendo of the question: “Does a 
Jew have a right to believe that other Jews 
in other countries have some special respon- 
sibility to. him simply because he is a Jew, 
an individual with a presumably similar back- 
ground to another and more fortunate indi- 
vidual in another land?” 

WHEN THE JEWS were driven out of 
Spain and Portugal, wealthy French Jews met 
them at the border and sped them east with 
enough money to take them beyond the French 
boundaries. They did not want to jeopardize 
their security by taking in ‘these refugees. But 
at least they made it possible for them to 
go elsewhere. 

Rabbi Singer does not have even the grace 
of this enlightened self-interest. He obviously 
will not pay the price of it and prefers to 
offer stingy people a high-fallutin rationaliz- 
ation for their spiritual poverty. 

Eliezer Berkovits, in a symposium on “Who 
is a Jew?” in the Winter 1959 issue of Juda- 
ism, gives an answer which will be much 
more acceptable to all except self-hating Jews: 

“WE PROPOSE that there are at least 
two such objective factors which have crys- 
tallized from Jewish history and ought to be 
acknowledged by all those who care to call 
themselves Jews. One of them has found its 
classical formulation in the Talmudic saying, 
‘Kol Yisrael Arevim Zeh baZeh—All Israel 
are responsible for each.’ 

“This is not a mere injunction how Jews 
ought to relate themselves to each other; the 
saying reflects the actual experience of Jew- 
ish history as to how Jews do relate them- 
selves to each other. It is an experience that 
has surpassed all dividing lines of ideology. 
Jews the world over have shared in each 
other’s sorrow and happiness, in each other’s 
shame and glory.” 

Rabbi Singer has read himself out of the 
historic Jewish identity. He chooses not to be 
one with us. It would be so much more honest 
and honorable for him, since he has denied 
the substance, to also give up the name and 
the label. The title “Rabbi” may be an omni- 
bus title, but it cannot be stretched to in- 
clude one who denies the brotherhood of Israel. 
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Charges P-O Created 
False Impression

If I recall your state- 
ment correctly, it said that no 
child could have the benefit of 
the bar mitzva ceremony in Oheb 
Sholom except upon a payment 
of $500.\ This presents a most 
outstanding example, by no 
means rare, when failure to state 
the facts in full leaves the reader 
or listener under u false and de- 
trimental impression, 


1 AM SURE you know that the 
payment of the fixed member- 
ship fee in any Reform temple, 
at least in our city, carries with 
it the privilage of sending as 
many children as one has to the 
schools. There is no additional 
charge for this. Neither is thera 
any charge whatsoever for the 
bar mitzva ceremony. 

Oheb Sholom is conducting a 
building campaign; they are 
forced to move from their pres- 
ent location because of a serious 
change in the residential neigh- 
borhood where they have been 
located for more than 60 years. 
Every member of the congrega- 
tion is asked to take some re- 
sponsibility in this campaign. 
The $500 sum which is required 
is in the form of a pledge to the 
building campaign; but the sub- 
scriber is allowed, wherever nec- 
essary, 10 years in which to ful- 
fill this pledge. 





IT SEEMS to the writer that 
$50 a year over a 10-year perid 
is not too large a sum to ask 
from Jews who want all the 
benefits that a present-day syna- 
gogue supplies. I shall not enu- 
merate these; everyone knows 
how extensive and expensive 
they have become. I believe the 
time has come for American 
Jews to realize that it is their 
obligation to pay for, as far 
as they possibly can, what it 
costs to operate synagogues, so- 
cial centers, religious schools. 


From my own experience as 
chairman of a synagogue school 
board and as president of its 
congregation, I can tell you that 
our organization subsidizes the 


school system to the extent of 
approximately $60,000 each year. 
In other words, tuition fees coi- 
lected do not Cover the expenses 
involved by the above amount. 


Let me add, too, that I am not 
a member of Oheb Sholom but 
am associated with the Chizuk 
Amuno congregation, a Conserv- 
ative group in this city.
